NATCHEZ, Miss., April 24 (AP). 

Two hundred and twelve Ne- 
groes were burned to death here 
late last night when they were 
trapped in a one-exit dance hall by 
fire which one witness attributed to 
a@ carelessly lighted cigarette. 

The flames, sweepiing through 
dry Spanish moss’ decorations, 
turned the corrugated iron building 
into an inferno while approximate- 
y 300 persons were making merry 


in the Rhythm Club, popular Negro 
night spot. 

Ernest Wright, an elevator oper- 
ator who went to the club to meet 
his wife after gettrng off duty, told 
police today that. he saw two girls 
come from the women’s room near 
the front of the hall and heard one 
of them say: 

“Now you did it; you set the 
place on fire.” 

‘I didn’t see anything for a min- 
ute,” Wright said. “Then I saw a 
blinding sheet of flame. In a 
_ the whole place was on 
ire.” 


Others Seriously Burned. 


Coroner R. E. Smith said the 
death toll reached 212 after several 
of the victims died in hospitals. 
More than 40 others were receiving 
treatement for burns, and Smith 

id some of these might die. 

There were no rear or side doors 
in the dance hall and windows had 
been boarded up to keep out “gate 
crashers.” 

The Coroner said bodies were 
“piled up like cordwood.” 

“From my examination, it ap- 
peared that most of the people 
died of suffocation. A majority of 
the victims were about 15 or 16 
years old. There were about as 
‘any men as women,” he said. 

WY “The bodies are piled up in fu- 
neral parlors and no identifications 
have been made yet. The under- 
_ takers told me they would embalm 
the bodies and then lined them up 
and let relatives file by to identify 
kinsmen.” 

Tells of Panic. 

Julius Hawkins, Negro employe 
of the Natchez Democrat, who was 
at the dance, managed to escape. 

“I was standing near the door 
and it just spread over everything,” 
he said. “I turned and made a run 
for it and got out with only a 
scratched arm. 

“Inside, everyone was trying to 
get out. They crushed each other

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EIGHT VARIETIES 
OF APPLES IN BUD 
ON SAME TREE 


Branches Grafted to Sapling 
in Illinois Orchard 54 Miles 
North of St. Louis. 


St. Louisans who make spring 
pilgrimages to Jersey and Calhoun 
counties in Illinois to see the vast 
orchards of apple trees bursting in- 


to bloom will be able to witness 
another phenomenon this year— 
one apple tree blossoming with 
eight different standard varieties. 
The tree is on the farm of G. 
W. Wieneke, in Jersey County, 54 
miles north of St. Louis. Several 
years ago Wieneke, who has won 
many prizes for cross-breeding of 
varieties of apples, found a sapling 
that did not appear to be true to 
form, so he decided to use it for 
experimental purposes. 

Accordingly, he grafted branches 
of the following varieties to it: 
Golden delicious, _red delicious, 
champion, winesap, willow twig, 
Grimes golden and Gano. Origin- 
ally it was a Jonathan, the variety 
favored in the two counties. 

The tree flourished and last year 
it produced one apple, a golden de- 
licious. Now there are buds on all 
the grafted limbs. By Saturday it 
is expected to be in full blossom, 
along with all the other trees.

Statement at Sedition Trial 
Says Priest Named One 
of Defendants as Direc- 
tor of Group. 


NEW YORK, April 24 (AP).—A 
“voluntary statement” made to the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation by 
John A. Viebrock, one of 16 men 
on trial for seditious conspiracy, 
today named ‘the Rev. Charles E. 
Coughlin, Royal Oak (Mich.) radio 
priest, as having appointed one of 
the defendants a national director 
of the Christian Front. 

In the statement, read into the 
United States District Court trial 
record, Viebrock declared: 

“T have known John F. Cassidy 
(a defendant) since 1926. During 
the last eight years I have kept 
company with his sister, Margaret. 
He was recognized as a national 
director of the Christian Front, to 
which he was appointed by Father 
Coughlin. 

“In the summer of 1939, Cassidy 
merged all Brooklyn units of the 
Christian Front into one central 
organization. Before I became a 
member, the Christian Front start-

BROOKFIELD, Mo. April 24 
(AP).—The Brookfield chapter of 
the Missouri Anti-Horse Thief As- 
sociation wants to have a bull 
fight, but the State Humane Society 
says it won’t allow it. 

The whole thing started when 
John Latta and Dr. John McLarney 
bragged about their younger days. 
Latta, head of a trucking concern, 
said he had shot thousands of 
squirrels and wild animals with 
bow and arrow. McLarney said 
that was nothing, he used to hit 
field mice on the run with his 
spear. 

Fellow anti-horse thiefers de- 
cided to test both in a bull fight, 
with Latta to kill a bull with bow 
and arrow, McLarney with a 
spear. The one who liquidated his 
bull the quickest would be the 
champion. 

Latta went to Texas and bought 
two bull buffaloes. 

After the fight, scheduled for 
May 25, the Anti-Horse Thief Chap- 
ter plans to barbecue the  buf- 


ber in the State, along with po- 
litical candidates from Governor 
on down. 

But the Humane Society heard 
about it, 

“Bull fighting is tNegal and un- 
American,” Arnold Amundsen, 
managing director of the society, 
said at St. Louis. “If there is a 
bull fight any place in Missouri, 
we will make every effort to stop 
it and arrest the participants.” 

McLarney and Latta met the 
challenge. Said McLarney: 

“Indians used to shoot buffaloes 
with bows and arrows and killed 
them with spears. Why can’t we? 
No Humane Society stopped the 
Indians. If that Humane Society 
raises trouble, we'll go to the Cir- 
cuit Court and get an injunction.”

BUSINESS READY 
10 RISK BOYCOTT 
IN ENDING SMOKE 


Commerce Chamber Head 
Replies to Illinois Threats 
That Changes in Fuel 
Can Be Made. 


WILL IGNORE ALL 
‘ILL-FOUNDED ANGER’ 


Editor Said St. Louisans 
‘Need Punch on Chin’ 
— Hope That Coal Men 
Will Serve Bests Interests 


St. Louis business interests repre- 
sented by the Chamber of Com- 
merce replied today to threats of 
an economic boycott from Southern 
Illinois with a statement by Presi- 
dent Thomas N. Dysart that the 
city was determined to get rid of 
its smoke palls and would weather 
any punitive action that might be 
attempted. 

Referring to the assertion of a 
Southern Illinois newspaper editor 
that St. Louisans needed “a punch 
on the chin that would make them 
see stars,” Dysart said such state- 
ments represented ill-founded anger 
and were made without any con- 
sideration of the problem facing 
St. Louis or of the best interests of 
the coal miners and mine operators 
themselves. 

“St. Louis is going to ignore 
statements like these,” he affirmed. 
“St. Louis is going to weather what- 
ever ‘punitive action is taken 
against it in the way of economic 
boycott. St. Louis is going to get 
rid of its smoke. 

“I sincerely hope that, after we 
have accomplished this purpose— 
after all the necessary economic ad- 
justments have been made—St. 
Louis and Illinois will still be 
friends and customers of each oth- 
er. If we are not, it will only be 
because the people of Southern IIli- 
nois do not want to be friends and 
customers. There are no changes 
necessary that cannot be made if 
the people of Southern IUlinois 
want to make them.” 


Soft Coal if Processed. 


After reviewing history of the 
smoke problem and of unsuccessful 
efforts to solve it in the past, Dy- 
sart discussed the present situa- 
tion in connection with the pro- 
tests from Southern Illinois coal 
and business interests. 


He emphasized that the smoke 
ordinance did not prohibit use of 
soft coal if it were processed and 
so made smokeless and that, even 
under strict, immediate enforce- 
ment, Illinois coal! interests could 
still sell in St. Louis about 75 per 
cent of present total consumption. 
He referred to the estimate that 
consumption of raw soft coal 
burned smokelessly by use of me- 
chanical equipment would be about 
three-fourths of total consumption. 

“The smoke ordinance was passed 
not as a gesture of unfriendliness 
toward Southern Illinois but as a 
local measure necessary for our 
continued existence as a leading 
American city,” he said. “Practi- 
cally every group in St. Louis—the 
Chamber of Commerce, the news- 
papers, radio commentators, the 
Mayor and many others—urged 
that the plan be drafted with all 
possible consideration toward af- 
fected Illinois miners and mine op- 
erators, 


“The bill itself makes no men- 
tion of the source from which the 
smokeless fuel is to come, does not 
put a ban on Illinois soft coal.” 


About Arkansas Coal. 


Dysart remarked that the Illinois 
interests were particularly upset 
by the recent proposal to obtain 
large supplies of Arkansas smoke- 
less coal in an effort to make com- 
pliance with the law possible. 

“The bill does not eliminate soft 
coal, but requires smokeless fuel,” 
he continued. “There are ways in 
which soft coal can be made into 
smokeless fuel, and, if such proc- 
essing is done by the mine opera- 
tors, St. Louis will be only too 
willing to buy it in competition 
with other fuels. 

“St. Louis asks no favors from 
Southern Illinois. We have never 
asked that our goods be given pref- 
erence by Southern Illinois, but 
have been willing to trade in a 
free market, relying on quality, 
service and price to get this busi- 
ness. Presumably it is on that 
basis that Illinoisans have been 
buying our goods; if they now shift 
to other sources, they will lose 
whatever advantage they have thus

PARIS, April 24.—The extreme 
discretion of the Allied Supreme 
War council which met here for 
two days, the English and French 
representatives being strengthened 
for the first time by the addition 
of the Polish and Norwegian col- 
league, has prevented the expect- 
ed light from being cast on German 
plans for attacking Sweden.

LONDON, April 24 (AP).—Three 
pilots who participated in Prime 
Minister Neville Chamberlain’s 
“peace in our time” flights 
Germany a year ago last September 
have now lost their lives in crashes. 

Capt. D. 8S. King, who was Cham- 
berlain’s personal pilot on two of 
the three trips he made to see 
Adolf Hitler, and who piloted an 
escort plane on the third trip, was 
killed when an Airways Corpora- 
tion liner crashed on a hill near 
Loch Lomond Monday night. A 
shepherd found the bodies of King 
and two other men in the wreck- 
age of the plane. 

E. G. L. Robison, who flew 
Chamberlain to Munich on his third 
trip in September, 1938, was killed 
in an air accident two months 
later. Then, last month, Flying 
Officer S. D. Slocum, who flew 
the escort plane on one of the 
flights to Germany, was killed in 
action.

The Norwegian Telegraph Bu- 
reau, which is operating “some- 
where in Norway,” said the alleged 
sinking occurred in the early phase 
of the German occupation of Nor- 


Fjord. This account said the bat- 
tleship was hit twice at 1400 yards 
by guns of the Oskarborg fort 
and by torpedoes from a torpedo 
battery. 

The Germans tried to run _ the 
ship ashore, but it sank rapidly, 
the Norwegian-British account said. 


The Gneisenau was completed 
only in December, 1936, and al- 
though classified as a battleship, 
had the speed of a battle cruiser, 
more than 27 knots. The British 
reported its sister ship, the Scharn- 
horst, was damaged in a battle 
off Norway April 9 with the Brit- 
ish battle cruiser Renown.

The outcome of a naval engage- 
ment—possibly of major propor- 
tions—which was reported fought 
yesterday in the Skagerrak, was 
clouded by conflicting reports.

Davies, who is now a special as- 
sistant to Secretary of State Hull 
here, said of Howe's’ testimony 
about Stano: 

“George Stano has been employed 
as chief wireless operator on the 
yacht Sea Cloud since 1934. He 
is an excellent operator, quiet, effi- 
cient, reliable and thoroughly trust- 
ed by his captain. I do not know 
his politics or his religion. If he 
is a Communist it would be a 
great surprise not only to me but 
also to his shipmates, and I do not 
think he is.” 

Howe charged that the interna- 
tional executive board of the Ameri- 
can Communications Association 
had used a “goon squad” to oust 
him forcibly as an official of Local

Until recently, Howe testi- 
fied, Hollis O. Fairchild, whom he 
identified as a Communist, had 
been an employe at the marine 
radio station at Chatham, Mass., 
which he said was the best and 
largest in the country, able to 
communicate with ships through- 
out the world. 


Reds in Government Service. 


Asked whether he knew any 
Communistic ACA members who 
had gone into the Government 
service, Howe said that Walter 
Adams had gone into a Government 
airways station in Kentucky and 
Thomas C, Ault, whom he called 
“a well-known Communist,” had 
gone into the Federal airway serv- 
ice at Camden, N. J., and later at 
Baltimore. 

Howe said Ault had been arrest- 
ed at one time in Ecuador for dis- 
tributing subversive literature.

Talks to Miners Afflicted With 
Silicosis—Goes 345 Feet 
Underground. 


JOPLIN, Mo., April 2 (AP).— 
Secretary of Labor Perkins went 
‘345 feet underground on a tour of 
investigation into health and work- 
ing conditions in the Missouri-Kan- 
sas-Oklahoma tri-state lead and 
zinc mining area. 

She came yesterday to check up 
on a report by the Tri-State Survey 
Committee of New York, issued sev- 
eral months ago. The committee 
charged silicosis was prevalent and 
that many of the miners lived in 
squalor. Silicosis is a lung dis- 
ease caused by rock dust. 

Miss Perkins watched miners at 
work in the Ballard Mine of the 
St. Louis Smelting and Refining 
Co., two miles southwest of Baxter 
Springs, Kan. 

She said she would name a com- 
mittee to explore the possibility 
of a compact by the three states 
to control working conditions in 
the area. 

“You have made some progress,” 
she told operators, “but you still 
have a part of that problem (work- 
ing conditions) with you. 

“You of the tri-state district may 
not like to become an experimental 
laboratory, yet you can work out a 
solution of your problem and there- 
by benefit thousands -of others in 
other parts of the nation.” 

Miss Perkins did not mention the 
survey committee report, but point- 
ed out that often “the worst pos- 
sible conditions are brought for- 
ward” in order to obtain desired 
improvements. 

In Treece, Kan. Miss Perkins 
talked with three miners, all of 
whom said silicosis had afflicted 
most of the members of their fami- 
lies, and with three widows who 
said their husbands had died of 
silicosis or tuberculosis. 

After hearing the women declare 
silicosis was widely prevalent 
among residents of Treece, the Sec- 
retary said the problem appeared 
to be largely a “local one” but that 
co-operation of all agencies able 
to aid was needed badly.

IN TEXAS MANEUVERS 


Cavalry and Artillerymen Pre- 
paring for Sham Battle With 
45,000 More Men Next Month 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. April # 
(AP).—An army of 25,000 artillery- 
men and cavalrymen, the largest 
peacetime concentration of regular 
troops in the history of the United 
States, began maneuvers today. 
Early next month they will engage 
an army of 45,000 from the Hast 
and South in a great sham battle 
in the forested Sabine area of 
Texas and Louisiana. 

Streaming eastward along the 
Bankhead Highway from Fort Bliss 
at El Paso, scout troops on motor- 
cycles and in trucks were the first 
to begin the concentration. 

Machine gunners in trucks trav 
eled highways northward from the 
Lower Rio Grande Valley as the 
Twelfth Cavalry moved toward the 
battleground. 

Cannon were carried on rubber- 
tired carriages down U. 8. Highway 
90 between Fort D. A. Russell at 
Marfa and Fort Clark at Brackett- 
ville as the Seventy-seventh Field 
Artillery obeyed its orders. 

The mock war will not start un- 
til the Ninth Corps has had a 
chance to practice a few days. Ma- 
neuvers, corresponding to the Third 
Army Games in Georgia, will be 
held until about May 10. Then the 
big show begins. 

Meanwhile, the army's advance 
guard has been on the combat 
ground for weeks preparing for the 
mock war.

HOUSE PASSES MEASURE 
TO HASTEN ARMY PROMOTIONS 


Bill Provides for Retirement at 60 

Years Instead of 64, and Auto- 

matic Advancement of Officers. 

WASHINGTON, April 24 (AP).— 
The House passed yesterday the 
army promotion bill, designed to 
reduce the delay in the advance 
ment of officers. 

First and Second Lieutenants 
with 17 years’ total service would 
be promoted to Captains. Officers 
with 23 years’ service would be- 
come Majors and those with 28 
years’ service would become Lieu- 
tenant-Colonels. A maximum of 705 
Colonels would be fixed. 

Promotions above Lieutenant now 
are limited to the filling of vacan- 
cies. The bill would increase the 
number of Majors, Lieutenant- 
Colonels and Colonels by 1350, but 
proponents said that substantial 
savings eventually would result.

O’Hara is a long- 
time friend of Reading and has 
acted as his attorney, but neither 
spoke a word to, the other. 

134 Others Indicted. 
The grand jury charged 135 per- 
sons with graft and corruption 
conspiracy in operation of lottery

Named with Reading are Prose- 
cutor Duncan C, McCrea and Harry 
Colburn, his chief investigator, al- 
ready under indictment on charges 
of attempting to protect gambling | 
and the operation of illegal enter- | 
prises in Wayne County (Detroit). 
Others listed in today’s indict- 
ment, third to be returned by Cir- 
cuit Judge Homer Ferguson, sitting 
as a one-man grand jury, are pres- 
ent or former members of the city 
police department and a group of 
individuals named specifically as 
operating numbers and policy rack- 
ets. 
Among the present or former po- 
lice officers named are Fred W.

Await Call for Air Training—| 


Report Long Waiting List 
of U. S. Applicants. 


Two St. Louis youths, Eugene F. 
Iangan and Henri Chouteau Jr., 
are waiting to be called to Windsor, 
Ontario, Canada, to begin their 
training as cadets in the Canadian 
air force. They returned from 
Windsor last week after passing 


the required physical examination. 

“The Canadians accepted us,” 
Langan said this morning, “but the 
authorities were rather discourag- 
ing. They said they were swamped 


with American applicants, and that orgy 


we might have to wait a long time 
for an opening.” 

Langan, son of the late Mr. and 
Mrs. Edward A. Langan, is 20 years 
old. He lives at 7532 Byron place, 


Clayton. He is employed by an out- te 


door advertising concern, but hopes 
to make aviation his.career. He 


gaid he thought the quickest way e 


to get ahead in flying was to go 
through a military aviation school, 
and, since he was unable to meet 
qualifications in the United States, 
he decided to try Canada. 

“Yes,” Langan said, “it will be 
dangerous, all right, but if I get 
shot down, I won’t have to worry 
any more about my career, and, if 
I come through, I’ll have had the 
best aviation training there is.” 

Chouteau, who is 22, lives with 
his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Henri 
Chouteau, at 26 Vandeventer place. 
He is in the real estate business 
but, like Langan, wants to get into 
aviation. He is a graduate of West- 
ern Military Academy at Alton and 
studied for one year at Washington 
University. 

His reasons for joining the Ca- 
nadians are the same as Langan’s. 
“I'm doing this to get ahead in 
aviation,” he said. “Of course,” he 
agreed, “there are plenty of chances 
you might get killed, but a lot of 
people go to war and come through 
alive.” 

Cadets undergo six months’ train- 
ing in Canada before becoming fly- 
ing non-commissioned officers, In 
time they receive commissions. 

Canadian authorities said little to 
Langan and Chouteau about pay, 
but they expect it to be enough to 
meet expenses. They do not yet 
know whether they will be required 
to take an oath of allegiance to the 
King. 

“We are looking into this,” Chou- 
teau said. “I'd hate to give up my 
citizenship.”

“This condition is_ an undoubted 
boon for everybody and merits pre- 
serving at all costs,” he said. Mc- 
Carrens, vice-president and general 
m.inager of the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer, said publishers were proud 
of the job being done by news- 
paper men abroad. 

“They are writing a brilliant 
chapter in the history of journal- 
ism. In fact, the American press 
as a whole has hung up a new rec- 
ord of achievement since the war 
started last September. Out of all 
the welter and turbulence and 
problems of the last year, the pig 
news which I Have first to report 
is that this is still the freest con- 
tinent in the world, and it has the 
freest press in the world.”

The fire climaxed a police drive 
to rid Kansas City of panhandlers. 
In a week-end roundup of hoboes, 
248 men were taken to headquar- 
ters. Most of them were sentenced 
to short terms at the county farm.

doliars) to be used for war pur- 
poses and the rest for civil re- 

ments. Of this amount he 
expected £1,234,000,000 ($4,319,000,- 
000) to be covered by existing 
sources of revenue and by £101,- 
900,000 ($353,500,000) which was to 
be secured by various increases in 
taxes and Government charges. 
The latter changes included a boost 
in income tax from 7 shillings. six- 
pence ($1.30) in the pound, in- 
creased postal and domestic tele- 
graphic rates, a 15 per cent in- 
crease in telephone tolls, and in- 
crease of taxes on tobacco by 3 
pence an ounce, on beer by 1 penny 
a pint, on whisky 1 shilling 9 pence 
a bottle. 


Two Aims of Tax. 

The great new departure en- 
visioned by Simon lay in the es- 
tablishment of a tax on certain 
sales by wholesalers to retailers and 
this was where his story was in- 
complete. The purpose of this tax 
is twofold—to raise revenue and to 
decrease domestic consumption of 
goods by upping prices. The only 
indication of how this tax was to 
be imposed was given by Simon's 
assurance that it would not affect 
essential articles of food or such 
things as gasoline and spirits which 
already are heavily taxed. He did 
not say either what other articles 
would be affected by this sales tax, 
what the rate would be or what 
the total estimated revenue from 
the tax would be. Since one of the 
most crying problems now con- 
fronting the British Government is 
that of decreasing consumption of 
non-essentials in order to free 
goods for export and to release 
money for investment in Govern- 
ment loans, this left a pretty big 
gap in the whole picture. 

Without allowing for this sales 
tax the Government expects to 
cover £1,234,000,000 ($4,319,000,000) 
of its budget by current revenue 
and £1,433,000,000 ($5,015,500,000) by 


borrowing; the amount to be bor- 
rowed will be decreased by the sum 
received from the new tax and, 
consequently, cannot be estimated 
at the present time. 


The Manchester Guardian says 
the Simon budget shows “too lit- 
tle courage.” Simon estimates the 
war expenditure at £2,000,000,000 
($7,000,000,000) for the year, which 
works out at £5,479,450 ($24,178,- 
075) a day. Actually, British war

“It was noted,” says the London 
Times’ parliamentary correspond- 
ent this morning, “that the figure 
of £2,000,000,000, adopted as the pos- 
sible total of war expenditures 
this year, represented an increase 
of less than £200,000,000 on the an- 
nual rate of war spending that was 
reached last month. This figure of 
£2,000,000,000 was contrasted with 
the £3,200,000,000 ($11,200,00,000) 
which is estimated to be Ger- 
many’s annual rate of war expen- 
diture now.” 


“The Chancellor’s courage has 
failed him,” writes the Manchester 
Guardian. “The second war bud- 
get is drastic but it is far less 
drastic than was expected and al- 
most certainly less drastic than 
the situation warrants. To begin 
with, it rests on an assumed speed- 
ing up in our war expenditure 
much below what most fairly well- 
informed people had supposed to 
be in prospect. In the whole of 
the current fiscal year we are to 
spend, so the Chancellor assumes, 
at the rate of only one-quarter 
more than we did during the first 
seven months of war. Now if we 
want to have a cheap war that is 
‘hiMhiy consoling, but, unfortunate- 
ly, totalitarian wars cannot be 
judged like that. Sir John’s es- 
timate brings us for the whole of 
this year to a point well below the 
rate at which Germany is now 
spending. That is nothing to be 
proud of; it is a reflection of the 
imperfect mobilization of our re- 
sources not only now but over 
coming months.”

HERE are a number of signs, 
T 22 more perhaps than straws 
in the wind, which indicate that 
Hitler is once more making ready 
to change his strategical concep- 
tion of the war. Ever since Octo- 
ber, when he realized that the Allies 
meant business, he has hesitated 
between two ideas, the une, that 
he must and can knock out the 
Allies—the second, that he must 
and can outlast them. 
The knockout theory calls for an 
attack by sea, by air and by land 
upen the Franco-British control of 
the seas which, if successful, would 
bring Italy, Spain, Japan and Rus- 
sia into the war before the Untied 
States could, even if it wished, do 
anything about it. 

The other theory, that of outlast- 
ing, the Allies and of tiring them 
out, was based originally on the 
idea that the blockade could be de- 


‘feated by drawing upon Russian 
‘supplies plus what could be ob- 


tained from and through Scandi- 
navia, the Balkans and Italy. 

Because it became evident in 
the early winter that Russia could 
not, and probably would not, fur- 
nish the necessary supplies, be- 
cause it became clear that the 
Allied blockade was becoming much 
stricter, Hitler had no choice but 
to start fighting. No one was sure 
as to where he would strike. - But 
it was certain that he had to strike 
somewhere. 

He struck at Denmark and Nor- 
way and at once it was generally 
supposed that this was the begin- 
ning of the great offensive to knock 
out Great Britain. When Herr von 
Ribbentrop went to Rome in 
March, he announced that in a few 
weeks the campaign would be 
launched and that Germany would 
dictate peace to the Allies before 
the end of the summer. 

The German propaganda through- 
out the world adopted this theme; 
Mussolini caused the Italian press 
to report the war so as to give 
the Italian people the impression 
that the Nazis were on their way 
to delivering quickly the knockout 
blow. Many neutral observers, im- 
pressed by the ruthless efficiency of 
the Scandinavian invasion, have 
adopted the view that Hitler at- 
tacked Norway primarily in order 
to obtain a jumping off place for 
an overwhelming air and subma- 
rine attack upon Great Britain. 
There are, I submit, signs which 
should cause observers to re-ex- 
amine these notions.

Very recent developments sug- 
gest that here, as in all of Hit- 
ler’s operations, there is not one 
single objective, but two, a maxi- 
mum if all goes well with him, 
and, as an alternative, a minimum 
if all does not go so well. 

If all had gone well and he had 
obtained quickly at almost no cost 
the secure possession of the Nor- 
wegian coast, the operation would 
have been a terrific blow to the 
Allied prestige and a great strate- 
gic and economic victory for Ger- 
many. 

In the ensuing demoralization 
all further neutral resistance in 
Europe might have collapsed, and 
the non-belligerents, Italy, Japan 
and Russia, might well have de- 
cided that the fateful hour had 
come when they must, for their 
own safety, participate in a Ger- 
man victory. There seems to have

Fight on Pendergastism Must Go On. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch:

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BUT IS IT “SPINACH”? 

Greatly to the surprise of those best acquainted 
with problems of air transportation, President Roose- 
velt has recommended that the Air Safety Board be 
abolished and that the Civil Aeronautics Authority, 
now an independent agency, be placed under the De- 
partment of Commerce. 

This recommendation is made as part of the Presi- 
dent’s plan to reorganize and streamline the various 
Government boards and bureaus. But the chief aim 
in reorganization is to increase efficiency, and ex- 
perience has shown emphatically that the CAA and 
the Air Safety Board operate more efficiently as in- 
dependent agencies. 

When these agencies were created by Congress 
in 1938, the country had been startled and dismayed 
by a constant series of air tragedies. Commercial 
aviation, an indispensable supplement to national 
air defense, was in danger of being permanently 
checkmated by the failure of public confidence. 

In this emergency, Congress stepped in and abol- 
ished the old politics-ridden Bureau of Air Com- 
merce, which under Secretary Roper had been no- 
toriously timid and inefficient, and supplanted it 
with the independent CAA and the Air Safety Board. 

The CAA formulated the rules and undertook their 
enforcement, and the Air Safety Board was given 
the function of placing the blame for accidents. 
Thus the Air Safety Board has been a check not 
only on the commercial aviation companies and their 
employes, but also on the CAA. 

Political and business pressures have been taboo in 
both agencies. Regulations requiring planes to be 
grounded in dangerous flying weather have been 
strictly enforced. 

Before these new agencies took over, an average 
of one pilot and three passengers were losing their 
lives each 28 days. Since the reform took place, the 
improvement has been spectacular. 

It was climaxed by the announcement on March 26 
that a full year had passed without the death or in- 
jury of a single passenger or pilot. Small wonder 
that the Air Line Pilots’ Association is fighting 
against a reversion to the old system! 

To be sure, the President’s reorganization plan 
must not be crippled. But the unimportance of these 
two minor exceptions in the plan as a whole is 
clearly indicated by the fact that the first three 
drafts of the reorganization plan left the CAA and 
the Air Safety Board as they are. Only the fourth 
and final draft proposed returning them to the De- 
partment of Commerce, where they might fall" into 
the hands of the very men who made a tragic failure 
of the job before. 

The task of creating the sentiment necessary to 
prevent the proposed change rests largely upon the 
air pilots and the public at large. President Roose- 
velt appears strangely unconcerned with objections 
to his scheme. “Pure spinach,” is his reply to the 
statements of those opposing him. 

But wise-cracking retorts are no answer to the 
salient fact that under the system he proposes to re- 
store, a disgraceful and’appalling loss of life took 
place, while under the system which he would scrap, a 
brilliant record of air safety has been recorded. 

When a system is working not merely well, but 
well-nigh perfectly, why change it? Congress should 
give this reorganization item a resounding veto and 
preserve for the CAA and the Air Safety Board their 
present independent, efficient status. 

In a matter which concerns the lives of air 
passengers and pilots, a Congressman would be grave- 
ly derelict to give party regularity or executive pride 
any consideration. 
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PERILS OF THUMB-SUCKING DEBUNKED. 

One of the most disturbing problems in child care 
has long been that of thumb-sucking. It is a habit, 
parents have commonly believed, that leads to mal- 
formed teeth, jaw and mouth, Dentists have sup- 
ported that belief, and have issued dire warnings 
about the necessity of breaking the habit. Pedia- 
tricians,-on the other hand, have called it a normal 
trait of infancy, virtually always outgrown before it 
can do any harm. 

Parents thus are torn between conflicting advice. 
In an effort to do their duty by the offspring and 
take no chances, they have nagged and threatened, 
they have tied mittens and even boxing gloves on 
infantile hands, applied quinine and tabasco sauce 
to the thumbs and strapped on all manner of cum- 
bersome harness at bedtime. 

Good news now comes to harassed parents from 
an eminent dental authority. Dr, Samuel J. Lewis, 
professor at the University of Detroit Dental School, 
says the fears are groundless. If baby sucks his 
thumb, just forget it, he counsels. A long study has 
shown that the habit invariably disappears by age 6, 
and any ill effects are spontaneously corrected. 

So now there is one less thing for parents to worry 
about. Hereafter, they can concentrate on prevent- 
ing Junior’s swallowing marbles, falling downstairs, 
toddling out into the street, catching cold, being bit- 
ten by a stray dog, licking the red paint off his 
wagon, and a few dozen other everyday hazards. 
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DUFF COOPER’S HYMN OF HATE. 

The flames of hatred in Europe’s warfare are being 
lighted. The Nazis have long made a practice of 
hate propaganda, and now their opponents, professed- 
ly fighting for freedom of all peoples, including Ger- 
mans, are stooping to it as well. A respected and 
influential British figure, Alfred Duff Cooper, made 
an address yesterday seeking to rouse Englishmen 
again to the burning malevolence with which bar- 
barians fought their wars of extermination. 

In his call for crushing defeat of the whole German 
people, not merely the Nazi Government, Duff 
Cooper echoes Cato’s savage cry against the Cartha- 
ginians. The attacks on Austria, Czecho-Slovakia, 
Poland, Denmark and Norway are “crimes of the 
whole people,” Duff Cooper says. It is wishful think- 
ing, in his opinion, to suppose the Germans will 
eventually turn against their leaders. 

Duff Cooper draws a blanket indictment by dis- 
regarding all the fine traits of individual Germans 
that are respected by the world—their industry, 
their technical skill, their love of music and art, 
their hospitality and sympathy. With those traits 
goes unfortunately a devotion to discipline and 
authority that turns the Germans obediently to war 
when they happen to be cursed with warlike leaders. 
What an asset to the world Germany would be were 
its energies turned to the constructive works of 
peace! 

Nothing could better unite the Germans behind Hit- 
ler than such violent appeals as that of Duff Cooper. 
Were the hand of friendship offered to them, as bet- 
ter advised British spokesmen have done, there 
might be a chance that the Germans themselves would 


play a part in ending the war. Frenzied British 


threats of destruction and utter defeat can only re- 
vitalize their present shaky morale. 

Duff Cooper, singing his hymn of hate, not only 
adds to the ferocity of the war, on both sides, but 
he performs a poor strategic service for his country. 
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NO. 1 CHEATER. . 

Moses lL. Annenberg had a net income of $2,312,- 
634.47 in 1936. The tax amounted to $1,692,848.39. 

He reported an income for that year of $731,640.75. 
He paid a tax of $475,552.16. 

He cheated the Government out of $1,217,296.73. 

He admits it. He has pleaded guilty. In a spe- 
cious statement submitted by counsel purporting to 
explain his guilty plea, Annenberg has thrown him- 
self on the mercy of the court. He hopes for con- 
sideration. 

The case against Annenberg covered a long period 
of perjured tax returns, from 1932 to 1936, inclusive. 

The action is the classic of its kind. The history 
of income-tax evasion has been dramatized with 
impressive names and studded with fabulous figures.

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WAR’S TERRIFIC COST. 

Sir John Simon, England’s Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, has just announced a new war budget of 
$9,334,500,000. This is about one billion dollars 
greater than the estimated budget sent to Congress 
last January by President Roosevelt, more than one- 
fourth of which was earmarked for national defense. 

Considering the fact that England is waging war, 
there is a temptation to find the spread between the 
British and the American figures surprisingly small. 
However, before leaping at such a conclusion, it 
should be recalled that Great Britain’s expenditures 
must be met by a total population of about 46,000,000 
as against our 130,000,000. Further, at the outbreak 
of the war, the British public debt was approximately 
as great as that of the United States—or three times 
as large per capita. 

No wonder Englishmen are being asked to pay a 
tax bill that to us seems appalling. The normal rate 
in the British income tax is now 37% per cent, 
compared with 4 per cent in the United States, 
and the levy on the higher brackets runs up to 85 
per cent. Exemptions are much lower than here. 

And the cost of war is going up. By next March, 
Sir John estimates, war alone will be costing the 
country seven billion dollars a year. 

Englishmen, in short, are face to face with a fi- 
nancial problem that demands their most expert 
muddling. Meantime, we in America have a sharp 
reminder of war’s terrific cost.

ENATOR JOSEPH C. O’MAHONEY of 

Wyoming, chairman of the Temporary 

National Economic Committee, believes 
he has a solution for the ills of private 
industry and of labor. He traces our pres- 
ent troubles to unemployment. So he has 
introduced, for purposes of study and discus- 
sion, a bill which he says is intended to 
enable industry itself to provide work for 
the millions who are now without it. 
This bill, explains Senator O’Mahoney, “is 
designed to make it profitable for every 
employer of labor to use the largest possi- 
ble number of workers.” To accomplish this 
purpose, he would impose a “labor differen- 
tial tax,” to be assessed against profits as 
the result of factors by which labor costs 
are “disproportionately reduced,” or where 
gross income and costs are “excessively 
large” as compared with total wage pay- 
ments. On the other hand, he would re- 
ward the employer of labor by giving him 
a tax credit based upon the amount of 
wages paid. 

In other words, Senator O’Mahoney would 
reward the industry that uses the largest 
possible number of workers; he would penal- 
ize the industry that introduces machines 
to replace the workers. Had Senator O’Ma- 
honey been living in the days of the indus- 
trial revolution and applied the same prin- 
ciple to the problem, he would have re- 
warded the employer who continued the use 
of the handloom; he would have taxed the 
employer who introduced textile machinery. 

But Senator O’Mahoney denies that he 
would retard the progress of industry. He 
says he would penalize only employers who 
make a “more than average” use of machin- 
ery. What does he mean by such indefinite 
terms as “excessively large,” “disproportion- 
ately reduced” and “more than average”? 
And who would be the judge? 

Industry today is characterized by the 
rapid introduction of new and simpler meth-

ods of making things in the mass by ma- 
chines, methods which in individual cases 
eliminate labor but greatly reduce the cost 
of the finished product. In spite of Senator 
O’Mahoney’s fear that unemployment would 
destroy the market for goods produced in 
mass, experience has shown that mass pro- 
duction by machinery has lowered costs to 
such an extent that goods once regarded as 
luxuries are now within reach of people of 
small means and that, in the end, far more 
labor is employed. 

It was true a hundred years or more ago 
in the case of shoes, which only a small 
number of the people then could afford. 
It has been true during recent years in the 
case of the automobile. Yet the improve- 
ment of machines continues every day, so 
fast that it is hard to keep up with it. 

As this is being written, report comes from 
France of a planing machine capable of 
finishing 41-foot duralumin “two-by-fours” 
to within 1-1000 of an inch. The machine, 
designed by a young French engineer, is 
made of concrete, covered with machined 
steel and driven by a second-hand eight- 
horsepower motor, and cost $300. It re 
places a machine that cost $35,000. Conse- 
quently, planing machines are likely to be 
available to far more people, eliminating 
much of the work that was done by hand. 
Would Senator O’Mahoney consider the 
use of such a machine “more than the av- 
erage”? 

The Senator has introduced his bill for 
purposes of study and discussion. It ought 
not to take much study and discussion to 
convince most people that all these new 
methods of manufacture are marks of prog- 
ress and that a tax on progress is what 
Senator O’Mahoney offers as a solution of 
the problem of unemployment. He might 
be reminded that the slaves who built the 
great pyramids by hand were thoroughly 
employed. 


What’s Up Dewey’s Sleeve? 


MBITIOUS and energetic young Thom- 

as E. Dewey apparently believes that 
the way to the presidency is by ringing 
orations condemning the New Deal and 
carefully concealing his own ideas for the 
Government’s future conduct. 

Dewey’s Indianapolis speech was typical. 
Using the trick of importantly listing vague 
generalities under a 1, 2, 3 designation, the 
New Yorker ‘offered a “seven-point pro- 
gram.” One need only to examine the first 
of the seven points to expose the worthless- 
ness of the suggestions: “Stop Government 
policies which discourage the job-making 
business life of the nation.” 

What Government policies, Mr. Dewey? 
Regulation of the security exchange, per- 
haps? Establishment of minimum wages 
and maximum hours? Protection of or- 
ganized labor? Unemployment insurance 
and old-age pensions? Federal housing? 

Mr. Dewey is supposed to have exceed- 
ingly astute political tutors. Prominent 
among them is Mrs. Ruth Hanna McCor- 
mick Simms, to whom Chicago needs no 
introduction. But if Mr. Dewey’s mentors 
believe that the nation is going to fall for

a sonorous pig-in-the-poke program — even 
accompanied by dramatic gestures and 
flashing brown eyes—they have sadly mis- 
judged the political temper of the people. 

Most especially, at this crucial hour in 
history, the voters would like to know where 
Mr. Dewey stands on foreign affairs. What 
is his attitede toward Pan-Americanism? 
What would he have the nation do if Japan 
seizes the Netherland Indies? What does he 
think about Philippine independence? If 
the war drags on interminably and France 
and Great Britain exhaust their finances, 
what would he have us do about selling 
them supplies on credit—or cutting off all 
supplies? What does he think of selling 
war materials to Japan? What does he 
think of reciprocal trade treaties? 

Foreign affairs are not more important 
than domestic problems—far from it. We 
think the public would like to have Mr. 
Dewey stop shadow-boxing on internal mat- 
ters. But under present conditions, domestic 
and foreign affairs are so closely related 
that no candidate can fail to make his posi- 
tion on both crystal clear and still expect 
any public support. 


Publishers Object to a Movie Libel 


OME of the men in the news room have 

been discussing appreciatively the cur- 
rent story of the resolution adopted by the 
Pennsylvania Newspaper Publishers’ Asso- 
ciation, which very properly criticised the 
motion picture industry for portraying 
newspaper men in “roles false to real life.” 
As a matter of fact, the screen and radio 
versions of newspaper men, commonly 
speaking, are as ridiculously wide of 
actuality as is the synthetic detective in a 
gripping mystery novel. 

The two great mediums of modern enter- 
tainment, the cinema and the mike, prob- 
ably suppose they are giving the public 
what ft wants, but certainly their scena- 
rists and continuity writers know better. 
Many of them were reporters before they 
graduated into the arts. They must know 
that the typical reporter is far from being 
a semi-psycopath or a confirmed and ebul- 
lient alcoholic. 

The star reporters of these fake legends 


are jaunty and irresponsible, for the most

part, and the city editors are irascible 
grouches.

PRING in Missouri sees the flowering 
of thousands of native wild plants—dog. 
wood, haw, cherry, redbud, roses, elm. aj 
these are carefully presented to citizens jp. 
terested in learning something about the 
flora of their State in Julian A. Steyer. 
mark’s new book, “Spring Flora of Mis. 
souri” (Missouri Botanical Garden and Fieig 
Museum of Natural History). 

The 600-page book avoids scientific ter 
minology, often confusing to the average 
stroller. For instance, instead of telling 
the reader that the State flower, the haw 
is known technically as Crataegus mollis 
the writer makes its identification easy by 
means of drawings and simple explanations 
of its range, common name and flowering 
season. 

“This book is intended for the use of 
everyone interested in plants, especially be- 
ginners,” the author, a young St. Louis bot. 
anist, explains in his preface. “Its purpose 
is to acquaint the people of Missouri and 
surrounding states with the native flowers 
which are in bloom on or before June 1.” 

Steyermark is now assistant curator of 
the herbarium of the Field Museum of Nat. 
ural History, Chicago. He has made inten. 
sive, studies of Missouri flora. After re. 
ceiving his Ph. D. degree from the Shaw 
School of Botany, St. Louis, in 1933, Steyer. 
mark began the study of Missouri flora, 
upon which he had previously written a 
catalogue. He is considered one of the most 
distinguished field botanists in the United 
States. 

Four hundred small diagrams supplement 
163 plates of Missouri plants. A complete, 
easily understood key to trace plant names 
accompanies the book, as well as a map of 
Missouri divided into plant geographical 
zones.

It was this notion that heart- 
ened the Germans through the 
winter and frightened the Allies. 
The theory proved to be unwork- 
able and Russian assistance does 
not now count for much in Hit- 
ler’s calculations. An inferior sub- 
stitute for Russian economic co- 
operation is to raid and loot the 
small countries that do not have 
the direct military support of the 
Allies. 

The substitute is inferior be- 
cause, once looted, these small 
victims cease to be assets to Ger- 
many and become liabilities. The 
Nazi conquerers eat the seed corn; 
when it has been eaten, the occu- 
pied country is a desert. The in- 
habitants, reduced to misery, sub- 
mit, but even the most pacifist 
among them live for the day when 
they can rise up to join their lib- 
erators. 

However, the little victims do 
for a time provide some nourish- 
ment for the German war machine. 
The conquest of these countries 
is, therefore, the kind of gamble 
that Hitler is bound to take. With 
high success he might somewhere 
find a weak spot in the armor of 
the Allies; with less success he 
can prolong his resistance to the 
blockade, he can postpone the de- 
cisien to go to war against the 
main forces of the Allies, and the 
Germans can continue to hope that 
by diplomacy and intrigue Hitler 
will be clever enough to find a 
way of extricating himself from 
the forces that are closing in on 
him. 


ing the opinion that Hitler, what- 
ever else he may accomplish in 
Scandinavia, is no nearer than he 
was a month ago to delivering a 
knockout blow against the Allies. 

From inside of Germany there are 
gmall, but it may be significant in- 
dications which point the same way.

Sea power is, and always has been 
Hitler’s supreme problem. For by 
sea power he is blockaded and by 
sea power the Allies can draw upon 
the resources of the world and can, 
as they are demonstrating in Nor- 
way, and as they have demonstrat- 
in the Near East, open up new 
military fronts at many different 
places. ) 

Hitler can try to destroy sea 
power with submarines, airplanes, 
mines, and even by the invasion of 
the low countries. That is the high- 
way to victory, but it is a very hard 
way. 

He can try to open up a diplo- 
matic hole in the blockade by ar- 
rangements with the surrounding 
neutrals and Russia. He has tried 
and he has not succeeded. Or, 
finally, he can use detachments of 
his great army to break into the 
neighboring countries and loot 
them. 

This is the easiest remedy for 
what ails him, namely that he is 
short of supplies. And it is not at 
all improbable that he has entered 
Scandinavia hoping, if he had a 
great success, to launch a knockout 
blow, but prepared, if he did not 
have a great success, at least to loot 
the Scandinavian peninsula, 

Thus far at least, the course of 
the Norwegian campaign suggests 
that he is spending, perhaps unwill- 
ingly, at least as much effort on 
operations which threaten Sweden 
as on operations which threaten the 
Allied contrc! of the Norwegian 
coast. For unless he can drive the 
Allies not only off the coast but 
out of the waters along the coast, 
the blockade is more absolute than 
it-was before he started; it would 
follow that his only net gain would 
be to lay his hands on Sweden and 
get what there is to be had out of 
that rich country. His military 
strategy appears to be designed so 
that, failing a decisive victory over 
the Allies in Western Norway, he

STEEL PRICES AND OUTPUT

NEW YORK, April 24 (AP).—‘‘Tron 
Age’ forecast “no immediate withdrawal’’ 
of recently lowered prices on sheet and 
strip steel in a weekly survey today.

“Satisfaction is expressed by steel com- 
panies,”’ according to the survey, “that 
the cuts have gone no deeper and that oth- 
er products have not been seriously af- 
fected, notwithstanding the expectation 
among a good many buyers that the price 
weakness might spread.”

“Export tonnage continues to be a sub- 
stantial factor in current mill operations.

A. Physician's 
Views on Cure 


Of Diabetes

S diabetes ever cured? 


Diabetes can be kept under con- 
trol so that it gives practically no 
disagreeable symptoms, but cases 
of cure are rare, By cure I mean 
that the patient can eat whatever 
he likes with no insulin, and has 
no sugar in the urine. 


A patient reported by Dr. Elliot 
Joslin developed diabetes at the age 
of 2. At first she was a severe 
diabetic, requiring 30 to 40 units 
of insulin a day, as well as a care- 
fully-regulated diet. She continued 
this way until her first years in col- 
lege. Then the insulin requirement 
dropped off; in her junior year she 
needed only five units, and in her 
senior year none at all. She is now 
22 years old. 

Another type is aman, 65 years 
old, who had diabetes for six years. 
He was a mild type and required 
only 15 units of insulin a day. Then 
he had a gall-bladder operation 
and the diabetes steadily improved. 
Now he eats what he likes, takes 
no insulin and shows no sign of 
diabetes. 

The explanation is that the cause 
of diabetes is an atrophy of the 
secretory cells of the pancreas 
which manufacture insulin. But 
with this atrophy there goes a 
tendency for the cells to regenerate 
in the course of time and start 
functioning again. There is, there- 
fore, no inherent reason why dia- 
betes should not tend toward re- 
covery, if the cells are rested by the 
artificial supply of insulin, and with 
improvement in treatment patients 
will live longer and cases of cure 
increase, 


WHAT IS THE modern treat- 
ment for epilepsy? 


Epilepsy is due to an irritation of 
the motor section of the brain. If 
this is caused by skull injury or 
irritation from a tumor, the irrita- 
tion can be removed by surgical 
treatment. Scars and areas of 
pressure and adhesions can be im- 
proved in this way. 


Most cases of epilepsy, however, 
are not of this kind. The three 
methods of treatment of the func- 
tional form of epilepsy are depres- 
sant drugs, high fat (ketogenic) 
diet and fluid restriction. Adherence 
to diet and fluid restriction will 
control most cases, 


The depressant medicines used 
include the bromides and barbitu- 
rates. They act by depressing the 
irritable motor cortex of the brain. 


Under the auspices of the Har- 
vard Epilepsy Commission, cases 
treated with a new compound have 
been reported. It is not a sedative 
nor a soporific; hence the patient is 
much clearer and more alert men- 
tally than when the barbiturates 
are used. It was carefully tested 
on laboratory animals before its 
use in human beings and its ability 
to stop convulsions was proved be- 
forehand. In favorable cases it re- 
duces the number of convulsions; 
in one case the patient going a year 
with only one attack.

ASE P-122: Saul B., aged 38, is the father of two children, 
C “I wish you could help me about him,” his wife tearfully pleaded,

must be wrong, Dr. Crane, for the neigh- 
bors are reporting that he is a Peeping 
Tom. I never suspected it, though there 
is evidence that he has been doing this for 
more than a year. He usually goes out for 
a walk in the evening while I get the chil- 
dren to bed, and he comes back around 10 
o’clock or earlier. Dr. Crane, what is wrong 
with my husband, and how can I help him 
overcome this terrible thing?”

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DIAGNOSIS: The word “terrible” shows 
this woman's distorted emotional outlook. 
Her husband is doing wrong, but in judging people we should take a 
detached judicial attitude. Our court judges, for example, don't tear 
their hair in rage or scream in denunciation or grow emotional or 
prudish when hearing a criminal case. Morality is simply the science 
of good conduct. It is comparable to mathematics or medicine in its 
precise operation. Psychology has long shown that for every behavior 
effect there must be a cause. This holds true in Saul’s case, too. Why 
should an apparently happily married man become a Peeping Tom? 

Perhaps I should ask you why thousands of other married men 
attend burlesque shows, or the Follies, or were enamoured of Sally 
Rand’s dancing? Why, moreover, does a hungry man take a great 
interest in barbecued pigs or roasted chickens? Because he has a 
gastric hunger that makes pigs and chickens enticing. 
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SAUL’S PREVIOUS moral training has built up habits of restraint, 
so that he doesn’t openly violate his marriage vows, or patronize the 
burlesque shows in his city. But he compromises by secretly trying 
to peep into windows. There are two periods when men are likely 
to become burlesque show addicts or Peeping Toms. The first is 
during adolescence when they are trying to obtain information which 
their prudish parents or teachers may have withheld from them. 

If you starve your children for meat and potatoes, why grow 
emotionally distraught if they go elsewhere to eat some food? If you 
starve their minds regarding sane facts and knowledge, how can you 
expect them to avoid seeking other sources of information on the 
subject? 

When men approach 40, they don’t feel the pulse-pounding emotions 
when they kiss their wives which they felt during courtship. So they 
think they are growing old. Then they may furtively do some experi- 
menting to see if they are really old or if some other factor is to blame.

O sang Samuel Coleridge in 
S The Ancient Mariner. Since Mr. 

Coleridge died back in 1834 it 
is doubtful if the arch fiend whom 
he refers to as following people 
around was that modern cinema 
scarer, Boris Karloff. As a matter 
of fact, Karloff follows, if he hap- 
pens to be going in the same di- 
rection, thousands of people up 
and down Hollywood boulevard 
most any day without scaring a 
single person. But take him off 
the boulevard and put him into a 
motion picture and he frightens 
more people in an hour than Orson 
Welles, Joe Louis and Martin Dies 
combined. He is one of the more 
interesting actors in the films to- 
day because his entire stock in 
trade is a positive genius for mak- 
ing the implausible plausible. 

The real Karloff is being con- 
stantly surprised by his shadow 
self. He gave a half-whispered 
sigh the other day when he showed 
us some photographs as he will 
appear in “The Man Who Would 
Not Die,” a tidy little meller from 
the Columbia Studios. 

“Ah, Boris,” he said, “at least we 
have but one head this time.” 

What manner of man is this mon- 
ster who has been frightening little 
children, and some grownups, too, 
for a decade? Well, to begin with, 
even his name is phony. Right- 
fully he is Charles Edward Pratt 


and he was born at Dulwich, En- 


gland, not so far from London. His 
father was in the British India 
Civil Service and Charles Edward, 
the baby in the family of eight 
sons and one daughter, was sched- 
uled when old enough to go into 
the Chinese-British service in Hong- 
kong. Nobody, least of all Charles 
Edward, knew that he was des- 
tined to go into the monster serv- 
ice in America instead. 


We don’t know just how one pre- 
pares for the frightening business 
but Charles Edward seems to have 
Jearned the trade by attending 
school at Dulwich, at a preparatory 
academy in London and then at 
Kings’ College where he graduated 
some little distance from the top 
of his class. From an educational 
standpoint he was ready for the 
job in China but by inclination he 
wanted nothing of the sort. So he 
just disappeared and decided to 
give Canada a break. Once on this 
side of the Atlantic he tried farm- 


ing, gave it up, fooled around with 
a pick and shovel for a few months, 
decided that selling real estate was 
easier than digging it, but quit that 
field for some sort of electrical 
work. 

One day he saw an af in a Do- 
minion newspaper which said that 
a stock company, the Ray Brandon 
Players, needed an experienced 
actor who was a good dresser, “on 
and off.” Pratt was not very long 
on theatrical experience «but he 
looked pretty neat, when his suit 
was pressed, so he applied for the 
job and got it. At the moment the 
Ray Brandon Players were uplift- 
ing the theater-going public of 
Kamloops, British Columbia. We 
know, as no doubt you do also, 
where British Columbia is, but 
Kamloops, our eyesight being what 
it is, escapes us on the map. Pratt, 
being younger and more fired with 
ambition, found it. He was put to 
work playing villains at the prince- 
ly salary—promised—of $20 a week. 
Somehow the British Columbia 
show-goers never warmed up to 
Charles Edward and the rest of 
Brandon’s Mighty Art Players and 
the troupe was stranded in Regina, 
Saskatchewan. Fortunately, in a 
manner of speaking, a cyclone hit 
Regina the following week and 
Pratt, with his pick and shovel ex- 
perience, was able to make enough 
money to eat on by cleaning up 
debris. , 
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URING the years that followed 
PD» pursued a will o’ the wisp of 

the theater which took him all 
over Canada and eveninto the Unit- 
ed States. Finally, in 1920, he discov- 
ered motion pictures and the name 
Boris Karloff. Motion pictures can 
hardly be said to have discovered 
him, though, for another 10 years. 
He played bit parts, worked as an 
extra, and managed to live by sand- 
wiching odd chores at the studios 
between stevedoring and ditch dig- 
ging. He kept his pick and shovel. 
Still has it. 

About 10 years ago Columbia cast 
him as the “heavy” in a picture 
called “The Criminal Code.” From 
that moment audiences began to 
hate and fear him. He was made. 

When not wearing heads on the 
screen, or impersonating sinister 
scientists .or sprightly specters, 
Karloff may be caught musing over 
old fairy tales by the brothers 
Grimm of Hans Christian Andersen. 
If you don’t find him catching up 
on his acting atmosphere he’ll be 
out in his garden fooling around 
with his orchids which are the 
finest grown in Beverly Hills, or 
playing with his little daughter, 
Sara Jane, who, according to her 
father, is also the prize specimen 
of her kind in tthe movie district. 
if pushed he will even extend that

ARLY asparagus tastes about 

twice as good as that you get so 

much less expensively, later in 
the season. Of course, it isn’t real- 
ly a bit better in quality, probably 
not quite so good, but nothing 
sharpens the appetite for certain 
food like doing without it for a 
long while. That first fresh as- 
paragus will go twice as far if you 
serve it with a well-seasoned egg 
sauce, and this combination makes 
a fine main luncheon dish for to- 
day's menu. 


One and one-half pounds fresh 
asparagus, three tablespoons but- 
ter, three tablespoons flour, one- 
half teaspoon salt, two cups milk, 
one-eighth teaspoon pepper, four 
hard-cooked eggs, few drops 
Worcestershire sauce and one tea- 
spoon lemon juice, if desired. 

Clean asparagus by scrubbing 
thoroughly and cutting off hard 
ends of stems. Place in large ket- 
tle and pour over it just enough 
boiling water to cover; add about 
three-fourths teaspoon salt and boil 
rapidly until just tender, about 15

When Boris Karloff Isn't Playing 
Those Monster Roles in Movies He 
Can Usually Be Found at Home 
Working in His Garden.

WHEN KARLOFF GOT HIS FIRST VIEW OF HIS DAUGHTER, SARA JANE, BORN A YEAR AGO ON HIS OWN 


territory to take in the rest of the 
United States. 

For Karloff is a mild-mannered 
home-loving man despite any idea 
you may have gotten of him from 
his pictures. He loves his family, 
his home, his garden and his dogs. 
Although a little too old to play 
juvenile roles—Sara Jane was born 
a year ago on his own fifty-first 
birthday—he can still hold his own 
with the best pick and shovel man 
in California and his garden, a rgal 
beauty spot, is all his own work. 

Karloff doesn’t approve of his 
films being called “horror” pic- 
tures although his disapproval gets 
nowhere with the men who attend 
to the advertising end of the movie 
business, 

“There is no such thing as a 
horror picture,” he told us when 
we made the mistake of calling him 
the screen’s best monster merchant, 
a neat form of flattery which we 
had rehearsed for the occasion. It 
fell flat. “What-carelessness cata- 
logues as horror,” he said, is mere- 
ly a fairy tale in modern dress, de- 
signed for adult consumption.” 


We were not entirely convinced. 
Horror is horror most of the time 
and the films are not entirely for 
“adult consumption.” But, remem- 
bering some of Karloff’s roles we 
decided not to argue the point with 
him, 


FIFTY-FIRST BIRTHDAY. 


Embroidering his theory, he ex- 
plained that there is more blood- 
shed and violence in one volume 
of fairy tales than in five movies 
dedicated to frightfulness. He cites 
witches, giants and fire breathing 
monsters in supporting his conten- 
tion , 
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ERHAPS because the worm of 
P aiscontent has long nourished 

itself in Karloff's bosom, he is 
particularly touchy on the subject. 
of horror. It is his firm belief that 
children surreptitiously cross the 
street to avoid him; that otherwise 
sane adults blanch if caught in his 
company when a thunder storm dis- 
solves in sound and fury (thunder 
storms being the screen accompani- 
ment for dire doings) and that Hol- 
lywood producers, pouring over 
tales of terror, rub their hands in 
glee and chuckle, “just the thing 
for Karloff.” 

This man behind the monster is 
sincerely repentant because he be- 
lieves he has created a real life 
Frankenstein. He has a fierce de- 
sire to get away from being an old 
meanie. He'd love to grow curls 
and play Little Lord Fauntleroy. 

One of the few actors in the 
world who isn’t looking forward to 
television he looks upon it as a 
nightmare because he knows that 
if he ever played in that art it 


would have to be as a monster. 
When he does steal away from his 
home, his flowers, his wife and 
Sara Jane, it is to furtively at- 
tend those spots where other peo- 
ple gather in search of gaiety, light 
and laughter. If he should be rec- 
ognized he is sure that the pall of 
gloom that is his constant shadow 
would descend on all present. 

Of course this isn’t true. Karloff 
the artist would be welcomed any- 
where despite his imagination to 
the contrary. Also he can go any- 
where he cares to without being 
recognized for he never plays him- 
self on the screen. In pictures— 
which he says, you will recall are 
not horror films at all—he has ap- 
peared as a man with three heads 
or, occasionally, as a man with no 
head at all. It would be pretty 
hard to recognize him off the 
screen, with just a single place to 
put his hat. For art’s sake he has 
been burned alive, had iron spikes 
driven into his heart, lived in dis- 
carded graveyards and been hung 
two or three times. Audiences may 
or may not have taken all this just 
as good, jolly acting, but to Boris 
Karloff it has been a very serious 
business. He is glad when work on 
a picture is over and he can get 
back to his garden in Beverly Hills, 
to his wife and Sara Jane and his 
Scotties and Bedlington terriers.

LORENCE PEARSALL has 
been signed to a contract by a 
commercial photographer, to 
pose exclusively for lovely hand 
photographs — those photographs 
you see advertising nail aids, toy- 
ing with a cigarette, or fingering 
a rare bit of art—hands with ap- 
peal are hers, and very photogenic. 

This is the first time in the re- 
corded history of artists and models 
that a pair of hands has been con- 
tracted for on a long-time basis and 
it parallels the booking of a beau- 
tiful voice for a series of concerts.

Since her hands are her fortune, 
she is extremely careful of them.

Lotions to keep the 
skin soft and white, and frequent 
manicures. Being an honest sort of 
person she confesses to idleness— 
“T never do anything strenuous with 
them.” A flesh scratch or a torn 
cuticle or a broken nail might 
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mean the loss of several posing 
jobs! 

As Miss Pearsall is the exception 
instead of the rule, we all cannot 
hope to have our hands earn us 4 
living by posing in front of a cam- 
era. But we might all use the 
beauty of her hands as an inspira- 
tion for making our own lovelier. 
That should make us resolve to use 
a hand cream several times daily, 
care for our cuticle and nails and 
every once in a while resort to a 
hand facial.

From Partner 
Can Be Wise

F you asked the average bridge 

player, “What is the worst mis- 

take you can make at bridge?” 
he probably would reply, “To trump 
your partner's ace.” It must be 
admitted that it is rarely a good 
play, but it can be. It may be 
vital to get the lead at just that 
time. 

Today's hand is not quite as spec- 
tacular, but illustrates a similar sit, 
uation which is much commoner. 
East could see that his partner's 
opening lead would probably win 
the trick, yet he should have over- 
taken. 


North, dealer.

South knew when he bid four 
Spades that his king of hearts was 
almost certainly worthless. But 
with an almost solid seven card ma- 
jor suit and an‘honor in his part- 
ner’s suit, he was confident he 
would have a fair play for game. 

West opened the queen of dia- 
monds and declarer studied the 
dummy for a second or two. The 
lead marked East with the king of 
diamonds. To win with dummy’s 
ace and take the spade finesse 
would almost surely lose. For West 
was a very fine player and if he 
held the king of spades (as was 
most probable) he would lead a low 
diamond to force East to win the 
second round of that suit with the 
king. The marked heart return 
then would defeat the contract. 

But East was not a good player. 
So South played a small diamond 
at the first trick, hoping that East 
would not think of overtaking with 
his king. East did not overtake! 
A diamond continuation was taken 
by dummy’s ace, and since East 
could never thereafter gain the 
lead, South was able to draw 
trumps and obtain discards on the 
clubs without danger of a heart 
lead through the king. 

Had East overtaken the queen of 
diamonds with his king, a heart re- 
turn would have made it easy to 
defeat the contract.
